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PREFAGCB: 


SHEWING THE 
Antiquity of Singing Psarms and Hrauxs, 


with an Account of this Book, and the Uſe thereof. 


HE Praiſing of GOD by Pſalms and Hymns, as it ſeems 2a 
part of Natural Religion owned and uſed by all Mankind, 
fo we find the Prattice of it very early in the Church of 
God. There can be no juſt cauſe to doubr, but that it 
was at leaſt contemporary with Inſtrumental Muſick; a 

thing as ancient as the Times of Adam, invented by Juba!, who was the 
Father of all ſach as handle the Harp and Organ, Gen. 4, #1. But we need 
not build upon ConjeQures, where we have clear Evidence. Afrer the 
famous Deliverance which God gave the 1/-aelites at the Red-Sea, they 
celebrated the Mercy with a Song of Triumph ; and Jof- ph ſays, They 
ſpent the Whole night in Hymns and Mirth : Th ſang Moſes and the chil. 
aren of Jſrael this ſong unto the Lard, Exod. 15. 1. which is there upon 
Record, compoſed ( as Jeſepbas adds) in Hexameter Verſe; and that it 
was conjoyned with Inſtrumental Muiick 1s plain, wver/. 20, 21. Ard 
Niriam the prophetejs, the ſiſter of Aaron, took a timbre! it her hand, aud all 
the women went out aftcr her with timbrels aud with dances: and Miriam 
anſwered them, Sing ye to the Lord, for he hath triumphed glorieuſly, &C. 
Burt the firſt char eſtabliſhed finging Pſalms and Hymas, as a fix'd and | 
conſtant part of God's publick Worſhip in the ſolemn Aſſemblies of the * 
Fewiſh Church, was King David; whoſe zeal for God s Glory (before the 
Houſe of God was built) ſet himſelf ro compoſe divess Plalis for rhat 
ſervice, as we read in 1 Chron. 16. 7. and ch. 25. v. 6,7. and to chuſe out 
Men $kiifu} in Song to periorm the ſame to the praiſeof Almighty God. 
When his Son Salem: had finiſhed the Temple, at the Dedication there» 
of, you may read in 2 Chron. 5. 12, 13, 14. how the Praiſes of the Lord 
were {ound<d forth with Voices and Inftruments,and alſo how acceptable 
13 was to the Lord. Thus being eſtab!ithed, the Prieſts a:1d Leyites _ 
El XLue 
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tinned this ſolemn Worſhip during the time of the Firſt and Second 
Temple, even till the Deſtruction thereof, foretold by our bleſſed Sa- 
\iour, who ſaw the Glory thereof, and frequented that place, as he 
acknowledgeth, Luke 22. 53. 1 was daily with you in the Temple. And (as 
a Learned Divine obſerves) it is nor credible, that our bleſſed Saviour, 
who fo often quoted David's Pſalms for the confirmation of his Do&rine, 
would negle& that part of Worſhip then in force, and who did himſelf 
fay, That it became him to fulfl al righteouſneſs ; which he further teſti- 
fied, when together with his Diſciples he ſung a Pſalm or Hymn at the end 
of the Celebration of his Laſt Supper. After his Aſcenſion, his Diſci- 
ples gave teſtimony of their Approbation, As 2.46, 47. They were daily 
with one accord in vhe temple praiſing God, &c., And A#s3. 1. mentions, 
that Petcr and John went up together into the temple at the heur. of prayer ; 
which was the ſer time for the Celebration of publick Worſhip. 

The Uſe of Singing Pſalms and Hymns was continued with great Re- 
yerence and Devotion among the Primitive Chriſtians; thoſe who con- 

it the Writings of the Primitive Fathers, ſhall ſcarce meet with one 
that makes not mention thereof. An account hereof I find learnedly 
diſcourſed by Dr. Cave in his Primitive Chriſtianity, Part 1. p. 276, 277. 
where, ſyeaking of reading the appointed Leſſons, he hath theſe words : 
About this part of the Service it was that they ſung Hymns and Plalms, 4 
conſideraile part of the Divine Worſhip, (as it had ever been accounted both 
amonglft Jews and Gentiles) and more immediately ſerviceable for Celebrating 
:he Honour ef God, and lifting up the Mins! of Men to Divine and Heavenly 
R APIurts, . 

But tro come nearer our Times : In our late Forefathers days, (upon 
the Reſtauration of our Church to its Primitive Purity and DRE 
it was, T hat ſome holy and godly Men brought the preſent uſe and man» 
ner of tinging Pſa!ms into the Publick Service of our Church,following 
herein rhe Examples of the Reformed Churches in France and Germany: But 
Time and long Uſe hath much abated the wonted Reverencs and Eſti. 
mation ir had for abour roo Years after this Eſtabliſhment. Ir was the 
Saying of a Learned Divine in his Sermon on this Subje&, That Prayer 
ſhall ceaſe, and Preaching ſhall ceaſe, but Praiſig of GOD ſbal never 
ceaſe, neither in this world, nr in thar which is to come. , To ling Praiſes to 
God, 15 an Angelic Office; it is a taſte of the Firſt Fruits of Heaven 
white we arz 0n Earth. MU SICK (the Learned ſay) is the Handmaid 
ro Divinity ; and there is no Science, except That, admitted into the 
Szrvice of rh2 Church. | | 

To conchide; I have made it my Endeavour ſo to perfe& and finiſh this 
Work, that nothing ſhould be wanting to render it uſeful to the End it 
3s deſigned, The Glory of GOD, 2nd the Publick Service of the Church: 
And fer that reaſon, ( with the Judgment of ſoine of the beſt skill'd in 
Nuſtck } I have Compoſed all th2 Muſical Tunes into Three Parts, 
wiz, Cantus, Mdins, and Baſs ; The Church Tun? is' placed in- the =_ 

act, 
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Part, (which is the Cantw,) with the Baſs under it, as molt proper to 
joyn Voice and Inftrumenrt together, according .to holy David's pre- 
foription, Pſal. 144-9. And ſince many of our Churches are lately tur. 
niſhed with Organs, it will alſo be uſeful for the Qrganiſt; and likewiſe 
for ſuch Students in the Univerſities as ſhall praQtiſe Song, to ſing to a 
Lute or Viol. The Medius Part is compoſed (as 1s proper) not ro rife 
above the Church Tune, to clouq or obſcure the Ayre thereof, excepc 
in ſuch places as it could not be well avoided. The Baſs is compoſed in 
ſuch a compaſs of Notes, as will ſute an indifferent Voice both below 
and above. All Three Parts may as properiy be-ſung by Men, as by 
Boys or Women : And to that end, the two Upper Parts are conſtant jn 
the G ſol re ut Cliff, and the Baſs in the Ffa ue (its proper) CIHE; all 
Three Parts moving together in Solemn way of Counterpoint, and alſo 
every Twne put in ſuch Keys as is moſt ſurable to the Ayre thereof. 
Laſtly, you will find every Pſalm fitred to Tunes ſutable and proper to 
the Matter: Pſalms of Prayer and Confeſſion, tq folemn grave Fla: 
Tunes; Pſalms of Thankſgiving and Praiſe, to hvely cheartul Sharp Time-, 
Likewiſe all ſuch Pſalms and Hymns whoſe Tunes are long,and may ſeem 
difficult ta ſome, have Dire&ions over them to be ſung to other ſhort 
Common Tunes. Alfo there is affixed before the Book, a Table of. che 
firſt Line of the Tyeble-Twncs of all the Pſalms, with the Names alphaberi- 
cally ſer over each Tune; and under,what Pſalms are ſung to them: And 
a Table of Hymns in a Page by themſelves. As for Þ:ſtru#ions to the 
Singing of them, I refer you ro my Iutrodution to the Shil of Muſic, in 82, 

I have no more to add, but as the Glory of GOD, and the Service of 
his Church, was my ſole End and Aim; fo I ſhall account my Labour 
and Pains herein ſufficiently recompenſed, if it prove Uſeful to ſuch as 
ſo endeavour to ſing the Praiſes of their Creatorhere on Earth in Pſabgs 
and Hymns, that hereafter they may erernally fing HaJeluja55 among rhg 
bleſſed Choir of Saints and Angels.

their concording Parts withour pauſe, redoubling and defcanting, Holy, 
Holy, Holy, Lord Ged of Hoſts. Andif Vocal Muſick be not envvugh, letthe 1n- 
frumental be added, Rev.15. 2,73. Th:y have in their hands the harps of Ged, 
and fng th: ſong of Moſes,and th: ſong of the Lnmb, [aying, Great and marvyelle:s
